REMARKS 

As required by the PTO, Applicants are hereby making of record some recent telephone 
conferences that took place between the undersigned and PTO personnel.

On April 12, 2007, Examiner Smith 
telephoned to confirm that the finality was being withdrawn, and to indicate that a new Office 
Action would be issued. In due course, the present Office Action was mailed on April 16, 2007. 

Noted with appreciation is the indication in the present Office Action that Claims 1-26 
are still considered to be allowable. Claims 27-32 were rejected in the Office Action. The 
foregoing amendments cancel Claims 27-32 without prejudice. Applicants reserve the right to 
file a continuing application that presents the subject matter of Claims 27-32 for further 
consideration on the merits. The only claims now remaining in the application are allowed 
Claims 1-26. 

It is believed that all outstanding issues have been resolved, and that this application is 
now in condition for allowance. If there are any remaining issues, the Examiner is invited to 
telephono the undersigned attorney at 972-739-8647, so that the issues can be promptly resolved.
